THE HOREFIBLBE!DISCOVERY OF A 


RES. UING PARTY. 


Eleven Leadville Miners Found Buried in a Snow- 
Slide Where They Perished Twe Months Ago 
~The Awful Sight Within the Buried 
Cabin—Death From Suffocation, 


Denver, Col., April 27.—Thejrescuing party 
which leit Leadville early yesterday morn- 
ing for the scene of the terrible calamity of 
the Homestake mine, reached their destina- 
tion at 8 o'clock. Several excavations were 
made before the cabins could be located. The 
first one found contained provisions, etc., but 
no bodies were found. A bunk-house was 
next reached, where eleven bodies were 
found. One body stood erect, with his head 
thrown forward as if listening, the whole 
position indicating apprehension. Near 
by lay a companion in a bunk, with 
his face downward and arms 
crossed under his head. Several logs 
lay on his body. Three bodies were found in 
en upper bunk clasped in each other’s arms 
and so strongly were they interlocked as to 
require the efforts of six men to separate 
them. One man was found beside his bunk 
in an attitude of prayer. 

In another partof the cabin there were 
found two bodies crushed between fallen tim- 
bers, and other bodies were found lying about 
the ekbin as if thrown from the bunks. 
Owing to the fact that all ot the 


faces were covered with half 
an inch of white mould the features could not 
be recognized, No doubt death was caused by 
eufiocation in nearly every case. A clock and 
watch were found which had stopped precisely 
at 3:30. 

From letters and papers found it is believed 
that the slide occurred between the 20th and 
25tr of February. The report that some of the 
men had been seen a fortnight ago proves 
unfounded. The bodies were brought to Lead- 
ville. Among the victims are Martin Barden, 
Sylvester Barden, Horace W. Matthews, Jos, 
Matthews, John Locke, John Burns, Charles 
hichards, Chris Harvey, Robert Campbell and 
John Burnes.

A MILLIONAIRE SENTENCED. 


The Liabi‘ity of Men Who Arm Employes 
a ard Incite Riot, 

PitrssvrG, Pa., April 27.—Milton Weston, 
a Chieego millionaire has been sentenced 
by rhe. Bailey to five years’ imprisonment 
in the Western penitentiary. about yer 
ago théfe was a bloody riot at Murdogsville, 
Westiioreland county, between the em- 
ployes of rival gas-pipe lines, one of 
which Was owned by Weston. It is said he 
furnished his men with arms and ammuni- 
tion, @ticipating a fight. Obediah Hay- 
maker, Of the opposing force, was killed, and 
several other men were slightly wounded. 
Absalom Bowser, Weston’s right-hand man, 
was convicted of the crime 
sent to the penitentiary for 
years, but was afterwards 
bail pending a rehearing of the case by the 
supremé court at Philadelphia. Two weeks 
ago Weston was convicted of the same crime. 
An immense number of witnesses testified to 
his high standing in social and business circles, 
and his lawyers presented flattering certificates 
of character from the judges and municipal 
officers of Chicago, but the jury decided 
sgainst him and brought in a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the second degree. 
Arguments were made for a new trial, 
which was refused by the court, and 
sentence Was assed on the prisoner, 
His ‘counsel left for Philadelphia to- 
night, and willask the supreme court for a 
special allocatur granting Weston’s release on 
bail, pending rehearing by the supreme 
court. Weston had nothing to say before be- 
ing sentenced, simply stating that his counsel 
hed expressec themselves for him. He receiv- 
ed the sentence with remarkable composure, 
and quietly followed a deputy sheriff from the 
room afterward. Michael Haymaker, a broth- 
er of fa. man who was killed, was present.

OFFICIALS WRECKED. 


A SPECIAL TRAIN OF RAILROAD 
OFFICERS FATALLY COLLIDEs, 


The Ergineer Killed end tbe Fireman Datigerously 
Wounced—a Nephewof One of the Bailroad 
Officers Present Instantly Killed—Sey- 
eral Serious Injuries—The Details. 


Sr. Louis, April 27.—A special train bearing 
a number of Pennsylvania and Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad officials left here this evening 
via the Iron Mountain road on a tour of in- 
spection of the Texas and Pacific railway. 
When eight miles below Jefferson . barracks, 
about twenty miles from this city, the train 
collided with an up bound accommodation 
from Montasand Springs, and quite a serious 
wreck was the result. | 


Philip Tullond, an engineer in the operatin 
department of the Pennsylvania road, an 
Louis Christ, fireman on the special train; are 
reported killed, and several others of the:party 
are said to be more or less wounded, but none 
seriously. 

Both trains were running fast, The crash 
was terrific. Both locomotives were complete- 
ly wrecked, but neither traim much injured. 
The enginecrs reversed, but there was no 
time to save themselves, and they and the 
firemen went into the wreck. Stevenson, the 
engineer of the special, received a concussion 
of the spine, and is injured internally. 
His fireman, Louis Christ, had 
both legs torn off and chest crushed, 
end was killed. McGovern, the‘ engineer of 
the Montesano train was thrown into the 
river, but not hurt, and his fireman only re- 
ceived a slight injury. Phillip Tollard, a 
nephew of General Wistar of the Texas and 
Pacific railroad, and conuected with the le- 
comotive department of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, was frightfully mangled, one leg 
being torn off. His chest was crushed in, 
killing him instantly. Other members of the 
party were in the rearcar, and were some- 
what shaken up, but the most serious injuries 
were to ex- Governor Brown, general solicitor 
of the Missouri Pacific railroad, who had one 
shoulder dislocated. and General Wistar, who 
was slightly hurt ab ut the head. 


Medical aid was summoned and all were 
brought to this city. Engineer Stevenson was 
teken tothe hospital, and Governor Brown 
and General Wistar are at the Southern hotel. 
The body of Tolland was placed in charge of 
an undertaker, and that of Christ, the fire- 
man, was left at Caronnelt.

A SENSATIONAL LIAR, 


His Last Exploit Likely to Send Him te 
Prisvn for Ten Years or More, 

Provipence,April 27.—At about 11 Saturday 
night Frank M. Larkin, of Wakefield, came to 
the tank heuse of the New York, Providence 
and Boston railroad at Kingston station, and 
said he had overheard a plot to wreck the 
mail train which leaves this city at mid- 
night.

Since then it was ascertained that Lar- 
kin is the young man who was arrested on 
March 14, 1584, charged with the murder of a 
farmer named Chapelie in Lebanon, Connee- 
ticut, but who was discharged after being held 
afew days. He has acted strangely at times, 
and is reported to have told vivid stories to 
country weeklies, which are published in one 
issue only to be proved false in the next. Lar- 
kin is twenty-one years old. His father, who 
lives near Point Judith, says that nothing 
that Frank says can be depended upoa. 
It was his own foolish speech and 
reckless conduct which led to his arrest

Larkin was taken in custody and brought to 
this city. In conversation with the detectives 
he began the same narrative, and when 
charged with lying, said he thought he saw 
the men on the bridge. After he was putina 
cell he said he believed he must have been 
crazy when he saw the men. Larkin’s offense 
is serious, and the superintendent

Yesterds » afternoon, on the executive warrant 
of Governor Hi, D. McDaniel, who had by the pro- 
cess honored the requisition of Governor Hill, of 
New York, for the said president, the arrest was 
made by Colonel Daniel, sheriff of the county, the 


_ pepers heaving been forwarded to Solicitor-Genera! 
Wright, through the agent of the governor of 


New York, Detective Sergeant Phil Reilly. 

Solicitor Wright advised Sergeant Reilly taal- 
low Mr. Roberts time to consult counsel last even- 
ine «€Chefore leaving ior New York. This 
War cone by Mr. Roberts, and he 
engaged the services of Messrs. Hook and 
Montgomery, and Messrs. Twiggs and Verdery, 
last cveniug, whenawrit of habeas corpus was 
sued out. Judge Roney fixed on 10 o'clock to-day 
for the trial, and Mr. Roberts was in court with 
his counsel at that hour. Mr. Black was retained 
ge counsel for the defense, 

After the court opened Sergeant Reilly stated to

Cietment for grand larceny was made out and the 
requisition of Governor Hill forwarded to Geor- 
gia. This and all papers mentioned, Sergeant 
Reilly says, are filed in the goyernor’s office in At 
janta. He says that he arrived in* Augusta Satur: 
day night, and the arrest was madeas stated. 
Governor McDaniel, after investigation, having 
honored the requisition cf the governor of New 
York. 

Solicitor General Boykin Wrightand Mr, Frank 
H. Miller appeared as counsel for the execution of 
the governor’s writ, and representing the Bethle- 
hero iron works. The court room was crowded, 
his honor, Judge Roney, presiding at the hearing. 
Aiter reciting the position of the habeas corpus 
sued out by Mr, Roberts’s counsel, Messrs. Mont- 
gomery and Hook moved to postpoue the hearing 
for eeveral days, for time to examine the {matter 
and find if the warrant is legaland regular, Taoey 
held thet the court had the right to look into the 
question, and that the papers and indictments on 
which the arrest had been made 
should be produced for inspection here, 
Solicitor General Wright reminded the court and 
oppos'ng counsel that Mr. Roberts had been ar- 
rested by legal process, and the only way to stop 
this lecal action was by habeas corpus, This was 
no ordipary case, as Judges Hook and Mont 
gomery scemed tothink. It was notsubjecttoa 
continuance for sicknessor time to prepare’ de- 
fense. It was an extraordinary writ and the 
jucge’s power and right iseimply to investigatt 
wud sec if the prisoner was illegally arrested. If 
illegally arrested, the prisoner’s counsel should 
know this factat the opening of the case and 
ftate the illegality; but if the executive of the 
ktate has sent proper papers ordering the arrest, the 
judge's only power and duty was to let the process 
£0 forward, dismiss the writ of habeas corpus,and 
deve, Le prigomcr to the agent of the state of 


: Ry York, Tue only question before the judge 


was in reference to the Ulegality. Was there any 
in the governor's warrant, and had the prisoner’s 
counsel distinctly said so? If not, the prisoner’s 
conusel were Only trifling with the time of the 
conrt. nd must the coart, and governor oj 
Gieorgia, and the representative of the state of 
New York wait until Judge Hook could find and 
prepare an objection to the plain warrant of the 
corverner of the state? 

Judge Rerey agreed that the only right of the 
pritoner’s counsel was to show the illegality 
in the governor’s warrant aud he desired such ob- 
jections mace in writing. 

TRE PLEA OF THE PRISONER’S COUNSEL. 

dhe prisoner's counsel then amended the plea 
of their writ and motion on ihe following 
grouncs: First, that there was no copy of the in- 
dictment aud no copy of the requisition accom- 
panied Governor McDaniel’s warrant; second, 
that thereby the defendant was unable to see if 
his detention or arrest was legal: third, that the 
warrant of the governor of Georgia docs not show 
that it was properly authenticated; fourth, that 
the governor's warrant declares W. S. Roberts to 
be a ingitive from justice when such is not the 
cese, and, fifth, that the governor’s warrant does 
not show where the indictment against Mr, Rob-’ 
erts was found. For these reasons, and in order 
to gain time to look up authorities 
to sustain them, the prisoner’s counsel asked de- 
lay. 

In enswer to these objections Solicitor Genera] 
VW right ollered nothing but the executive writ 
and warrant, Claiming that it spoke for itself, and 
War bot Only legal, but finally decisive. All the 
court bad to do was to decide if any illegalities 
were charged against this warrant, which was 
suiicient in itself for the arrest and delivery of W, 
S. Roberts to the authorities of New York. 

The governor had passed on all other questions, 
and this conrt was uot to try either Mr. Roberts's 
Case Or 10 say Whether he was guilty or not. He 
agreed, however, that it the opposing counsel were 
not prepared they would adjourn til later 
inthe dayas Mr. Muller and he was ready, and 
there Was 10 reason for delaying a simple decision 
and Ciscussion as to the legality of the governor's 
warrant, 

Judge Hook plead so urgently for time to look 
up bis authorities that the court and counsel 
agreed to postpone the hearing til] Wednesday 
morning. JudgeRoney then delivered the prisooner 
backjinto the custody of the New York dectective, 
whose Copaty took Mr. Roberts in charge to be 
"Sepals ilsiop ten Sie 
and will not put him in jail, but ie ean 
side until the ba beas corpus is dismissed by Judge 
Roney and his prisoner is off ior New York.

‘Lhe above peregraph from ‘‘A Calm View of Dr. 
Nelson,’’ by Rev. Howard Crosby, D. D., in The 
Evangelist of March 17, has most pertinaciously 
haunted me ever since the perusal of the article 


last evening. Thatthis above any other paragraph 
should most impress itself upon the impresiible 
mind of ore emotional woman in partivutar, or of 
woman as an emotional creature in general, will 
surprise no man. It is, as the doctor saya, natural; 
and lam certain that multitudes of women be: 
sides myself are today smarting under these 
‘‘calm’’ words, against the imputation of which 
every fibre cf the woman, nature rises up in re- 
yolt, 
“The male animal is very fierce’; the femaleof 
all genera is very. comparatively and in general, 
uncombative. But the same science which tells 
us this, tells usalso that the mother, among all 
beasts, in defence of her young, is the fiercest of 
living creatures. The lioness, under ordinary cir- 
eurmstances, isquite easy of conquest; but the 
lioness 10bbed of her whelps, BO man or beast 
cares to encounter. Both these phases of the fe- 
male nature are undoubtedly ‘“‘natural.”” They 
belong, as Bishop Butler said of certain s8o- 
cailea supernatural phenomena, to the 
natural, of which there are ‘‘two courses'’—the 
one ordinary, the otber not supernatural, still less 
superbuman, but extraordinary. 

You see, Mrs. Fester, that this “‘mad dog’”’ you 
talk about is to be put. by acalm view of the 
thingasit is, into the same category with cut- 
lery. You have no more real right to ‘“‘cry”’ 
about this unloosed beast because it may meet 

our children on their way to schdol, and may 
bite ope or two of them, than you have 
to cry out against the manufacture and sale of 
knives, because your boy cut himself once. The 
perfectly clear thing is—if you only had head 
enough to see it!—that the manufacture (by fer- 
mentation, not distillation) of tue mad dog (not 
very wad, but only some mad) ought ‘to go on, 
and that one’mad dog (of this good kind) forevery 
thousend people ought to be protected by law 
from the bullets of hydrophobia-haters. 

‘Lhis caim view of ‘the evil’”’ which—because of 
some, in fact several, cases of hydrophobia among 
us— bas come to becalied by unthinking people ‘‘a 
mad dog,’’ is proven by concurrent testimony of 
experience, science, scholarship, sound philos- 
ophy, end, above all, rightly-read scripture, to be 
a good creature of Ged. .The — caimly 
Christian thing for you to do °*on 
such an ocecesion’’ is not togoup end down “‘cr»- 
ing,’’ but to stay at bome, anc teach your little 
boys aod big boys how a little mad dog’s bite is 
good for them, but a big mad dog’s biteis very bad 
for tLem. 

You ought—ii you would only do thething you 
ought, instead of the thing you like—to mix up a 
little wine and water for your little boys at dinner, 
soithat they may early learn the difference between 
true temperance and this miserable parody on true 
temperance called ‘‘total abstinence,’ and 
may be prepared to make a manly protest 
against Crunkenness when they shall be grown 
up. Itis simply sily—yes, while we feel the ten- 
derest sympathy for your sorrow, we must say it— 
it is silly for you to refuse to see that knives and 
inad dors are equally dangerous. Itis as ridicu- 
jous for you to demand that all alcoho) shall be 
banished from the beverages of mankind, beranuse 
this fery liquor is burning out the manhood (in 
more ways than by its consumption) of the world, 
as it would be for you to demand that all the wells 
should be dried up because men lose their lives 
by drowning! Alcoholand water. are so exact 
ly analogous. if you could but see it, you 
foolish womer! Your cry is no argn- 
ment; it were better you should stop. your crying. 

br, Crosby, we canuot; try we ever so hard, we 
cannot defy or denyxrature. God hes made us a 
crying genus, Wecannot understand how knives 
snd mad dogs are just alike; we cannot under 
stand why a mad dog should not be killed. We 
cannot heipcrying if only one to every one thou- 
sand human beings is let loose in our streets. 
These things are too high forus; wé cannot find 
themout. Itisnotour biame; itis our nature. 

And we dare io say that through the pure and 
vnsophisticated. nature of the human mother, 
God’s argmment egaiustany use of alcohol, save 
as a mecicipe, is given to the world to day. 

Vheu the young queen of Austria, pressed on 
every side by theruthless oppression of the great 
Prussian king, ied trembling into Hungary, and 
with her ipjant in her arms, her royal crown 


laying their right hancs upen the swords a 
their sides, swore, inashout, whose heroic ring 
echoes down the years, ‘‘Moriamur pro rege nos- 
tro, Maria Theresa!’’ And how they did die,all the 
wor'd kuows. : 
lt is noticr rhetorical effect, still legs forthe 
excitation of “terderest sympathy,’’ that I revert 
to this well known historical incident. It is that 
I may call attention tothe argument in the ery 
of those men, for I suppose a man’s “‘cry’’ may be 
‘counted as an ergument.’’ I wish to beg you to 
notice those words rege nostro. That expression 
of those Hungarian nobles, our king Maria There- 
se, instead of our queen Maria Theresa, has been 
interpreted to represent an idea in’ their minds 
to sult tke mind of the inter- 
preter. “Woman's Rights speakers have 
made them an acknowledgment on the part of 
those most masculine men, that here was a 
woman wo was more man than any oue of them, 
or altogether; i. e., more able to command then 
by having more that was kingly in her. Hence 
‘pro rege nostro,’’ rather than “pro regina nos- 
tra.’’ Chivalrous knights-errant of our day make 
this expression (o indicate the most refined and 
splendid chivalpyin those Hungarian nobles; as 
ii they hag said tothis threatened . and trembling 
mother, claspipg the future king in her arms, 
‘Never mind now! You shall be just as much 
sovereign as ii you were a king yourself.

They proved this, for they did fight, and many of 
them did die; and men do not deliberately die 
fora beautiiu! weeping womau—though they love 
to swear to that effect sometimes—unless thera be 
some worthier object to be gained by their self. 
devotion. But whether my idea of this be fanci- 
ful cr not! whetber it be calm and logieal: whath 
er it be good criticism—i dare not affirm.

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REPUBLICAN INTIMIDATION, 

Secretary Whitney is beginning to reform 
the Billy Chandler and John Roach navy 
yards. For more than twenty years these 
navy yards have been nothing more than 
stink-holes of republican corruption and de- 
prayity. During what is known as ‘off 
yeers,’’ they were practically closed, but just 
prior to an election they became lively asthe 
resort for republican machine workers, They 
have not been usedin building or repairing 
yestele, but in keeping the republican party 
The resources of the people, represented in 
power the money necessary to keep up these 
navy yards, have been employed for partisan 
purposes. 

The yardson the Atlantic coast have all 
been devoted to this sort of business, bat the 
Mare Island navy yard at San Francisco has 
attracted the attention of the public for many 
yearsas the seceneof the most disgracefal 
operations. This was revealed in the testi- 
mony taken in the contested case of Back vs. 
Dudley in 1883. This testimony has recently 
been called to the attention of Secretary 
Whitney, who has written a letter to Comes 
modore Iussell, commanding the navy yard, 
forbidding the subordination of the employes 
there to the interests of the local machine. 

The testimony alluded toshows that the 
foremen in the navy yard bave made them- 
selves particularly obnoxious by compelling 
the workmen employed under them to vote 
a ticket prepared for them. Secretary Whit- 
ney, in his letter to Commodore Russell, says 
that there is no doubt in his mind that the 
vote of the yard was practically coerced and 
controlled by the foremen,either with or 
without orders. The men, according to all 
the evidence, were compelled to take their 
ballots in q fuided form froma table presided 
over by oneor more of the foremen, and 
hold the ballot in sight while walking to the 
polls one hundred feet distant. Moreover, 
they had to walk between guards stationed 
to prevent any change of ballots on the part 
of voters, aud were compelled to deposit their 
ballots without havirg the opportunity to 
know its character or contents, 

The foremen who engaged in this proceed- 
ing are still in the yard, but Secretary Whit- 
ney hes ordered them to be cleared out in 
the interest of decent governmenf. Itisa 
question, however, whether the foremen aie 
wholly to blame, Is it supposable for an in- 
stant that they would have engaged in saci 
@ proceeding unless they had been acting 
under the orders of their superiors? They 
may have been willing tools, but they were 
none the less tools of the republican lea cers. 
It seems to ug that it would be in the inter- 
est of reform°and good government for the 
secretary of the navy to institute an investi- 
gation even at this late day for the purpose 
of discovering at whose instigation these 
foremen carried out their plan of compelling 
the men under them to vote the repudlican 
ticket, 

The same proceeding was carried out at all 
the navy yards, and it was carried out under 
the orders of men who have been for years 
engaged in denouncing tissue ballois and the 
intimidation of voters.

THE UTAH PROBLEM. 

The recent decision of the United States 
supreme court in the case of Rudger Claw- 
son, a son-in-law of Brigham Young, fuily 
establishes the validity of the sections of the 
Edmunds act that relate to the ‘punishment 
of bigamy asa crime. Clawson was tried by 
a jury from which Mormons were excladed, 
and he was found guilty, and sentenced toa 
fine of $800 and four years imprisonment. 
He appealed tothe United States supreme 
court, on the ground that he had not, under 
the Edmunds act, been tried by ajury of 
his peers, The supreme court practically 
holds that a bigamist hes no more right to be 
tried by a jury of bigamists, than a thief has 
to demand a jury of thieves—fhat when the 
Edmunds act declares a man shall not serve 
ona jury who believes it is right to have 
more than one wife, it not only doesa sen- 
sible thing, but one wholly within the power 
of congress, and therefore legal and binding 
Under this section of the Edmunds act it is 
not necessary to ascertain the private rela- 
tions of aman summoned for jury duty, be- 
cause he may be excluded if he swears .that 
he accepts the teachings of the Mormon 
church on the subject of marrigge. No 
Mormon can under this section serve on a 
grand or petit jury, if the prosecuting ollicers 
and the court do their duty; and all the 
federal couris in the territories aillicted 
with Mormonism are just now in a mood to 
enforce the law toits fullest extent. The 
Mormon saints—when caught—are indicted 
by unbelievers, and promptly found guilty 
when brought totrial before petit juries 
packed with gentiles and heretics, The re- 
sult is, the leading saints are either in the 
penitentiary or else are hiding out. The Ed- 
munds act is proving, after all, their ruin: 
and now that it has been sustained by the 
court of lest resort, therefis no reason why 

‘tah and the adjoining territories should not 
be made too hot tohold all who practice 
polygamy. President Cleveland’s best op- 
portunity to serve the country may be in the 
breaking up root and branch of the law-defy- 
ing social nuisance that sensuality had built 
up and fortified in the heart of the continent. 

It iseaid the Mormons are hesitating be- 
tween an abandonment of plural marriages, 
andan efiort to secure statehood. Oncea 
s‘ate they could frame laws that would sus- 
tain the abomination upon which their reli- 
gion is based. Once a state they could snap 


‘their fingers at United States statutes, and 


preceed to build upa power that only the 
sword could overthrow. No such mistake as 
the admission of the Mormon stronghold asa 
state is probable. The whole country would 
indignantly frown down such a prop sition: 
and besices if it were done Mr, Cisveland 
would lose a rare opportunity toearn both 
for himself and his par:y the gratitude and 
support cf honest men in every partof the 
country.

The next state election will be that of 
Oregon, which takes place on the first Mon- 
day of June. The state is closely divided be- 
tween the two parties.

he Most Ropresentative Gathering of the Solid 
Min of Atlenta Ever Seen—Resclations

pefore. The large hail was crowded from the 
president's plstiorm to the outer doors, The

q@ould £11. columns. Every profession, every indus- 
try, every branch of business was 
repreeented by its most representative 
men. Lawyers, physicians, bankers, ministers of 
the gospel, merchants, brokers, railroad officials, 
ecitors workinpgmen, capitalists, city officiale—all 
welt there, There were _ present 
men who had come to Atlanta 
when it was @ villege, and men who have 
just cast thelr lote in the great city. It would be 
easier to give a list of the prominent citizens who 
were absent than of those who were present. It 
wesagreatand imposing gathering ol the men 
who have made Atlanta, and who today 
yianage its affairs. All that had been done to 
clicit such a general response was the simple an 
nouncement that a meeting of citizens would be 
held for the purpose of giving some expression to 
their views on the present complications of the 
receivership of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad. It seemed thatthe public senti- 
ment was ripe and ready for an  Op- 
portunity to express itself, The meeting 
was ca'led to order by Mr. A.C. Wyly, vice-presi- 
dent of the chamber of commerce, who was chos- 
en the president of the meeting. Mr. H. M. Cot- 
tingbam and Mr. F. H, Richardson} were elect- 
cd secretaries on motion of Captain J. W. English. 

When the meeting had been called to ‘order 
Captain E, P, Howell, chairman of the committee 
which was appointed last Saturday to prepare 
resolutions to be submitted to this meet- 
ing, said that before the resolutions were 
sfered he desired that the meeting should hear a 
statement prepared by a gentleman who isin no 
way interested in the East Tennessee road, giving 
some idea Of what that road bad done for Atlanta. 

Mr. George W. Parrott then read the following 

ratcment:

That this meeting hereby express in 
the strongest manner possible its confidence in 
the honesty, honor and integrity of His Honor 
William R. Hammond, judge of the Atlanta cir- 
cuit, and hereby declare as strongly as possible 
that as an honest, upright and capable judge, we 
feel sure that he will make such decisions and 
preeced in such way in the cause before him as 
the laws of Georgia and the honor and diguity of 
the courts of this state demand.

Captain English moved to lay the substitute on 
the table, but withdrew that motion to allow 
discussion. Captain English said the 
committee disclaimed any intention of reflectiag 
cn Judge Hammond. They believed he would 
decide the question fairly. Why is-it that you 
on the other side won’t let him come to the merits 
of the case and setileitat once? [Cheers.] They 
hurried outof the county and got this order 
throwing the road into the handsof a receiver, 
and I believe itto be their intention that this 
case thall never be heard on its merits, [Ap- 
plause.| I believe they will keepup this suitilf 
they can until a monopoly will be re established 
to grind the people into the dust.™{Cheers. ] 

Mr. Brown—I have a record as an anti-monopo- 

ist better than thatof the gentleman who has 
just taken his seat, and better than that of the 
other gentleman who offered the supplemental 
resolutions. 1 fought for the charter for this very 
road. I was asked by Colonel Cole, then the 
president of this road,to get a charter for the 
Georgia extension, and he told me thatiflor my 
father objected to let the matteralone. I went 
ahead and drew the charter and pushed it through 
the legisiature. [Applause.] 

Mr. D,. M. Bain—You speak of your patriotism. 
Didn’t you get pay for that work? [Great ap, 
plause and laughter. | 

Mr. Brown—Yes, but I could haye gotten more 
money by goinz on the other side. 

As Mr. Brown continued there were cries ol 
“Time! Time!’’ 

Mr. Brown—There is 
time. 

Mr, Bain—Then I move that we make a limit 
right now. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Brown charged that there had been cojla- 
sion between the East Tennessee railroad and the 
Central Trust company, of New York, for the 
appointment of Fink asa receiver. He said he 
had the proofs of what he charged. and picked up 
a large bundle of manuscript and circulars. 
Here the crowd again called ‘time’ and 
drowned Mr. Brown’s voice completely in 
& loud demand for the question. 

Mr. Brown—I knew this hurts. They charge 
that we have only a few. paltry claims. Why 
Charlie Phinizy alone has $50,000 of the bonds of 
the road. 

Captain English—Did not the Western and At- 
Jantic railroad turnish these bonds to Phinizy? 
[Great applause and laughter.] 

Mr. Brown—No, sir, If the Western and Atlan- 
tic had been antagonistic to this road we couid 
have stopped it at the start. I have the authority 
of my father, the prestdept of the Western and 
Atlantic road, forsaying that if the authorities of 
this road run all its rolling stock 
out of . the state, he will 
furnish the locomotives and cars to carry on its 
business. [Great confusion with applause and 
hisses mingled.] We are told that we are wreck- 
ers, [A yoice, “keno!” Great laughter.] We are 
fighting the real wreckers. Their scheme is to 
keep thisroad in the hands of 8 receiver for 
yeers. As Georgians why shouldn't we coniend 
that this corporation, chartered in Georgia, be 
subject to the Jaws of Georgia?”

CAPTAIN HOWELL’S REMARKS, 

Mr. Van Epps was followed by Captain E. P. 
Howell, who said the resolutions did not condemn 
Judge Hammond, and held out no threats toward 
aby one. Webave more faith in Hammond than 
you have. We want him to come tothe merits of 
this question at once? [Applause.| The whole 
question is as to who shall possess this road. 
These parties want to throw this receivership iato 
the state court so that. the property 
shall be administered in that court. 
We come here and pledge that every dollar of 
their just claims against the road shall be paid, 
What is fairer than that? [Applause.] My friend 

srown says the Western and Atlantic will lend 
cars and engines to operate this road. We don’t 
want to berrow. [Applause.] If they will let us 
a'one we Willrunthe road without their help. 
[Cheers.] Mr. Brown reminds meof aman I saw 
in Washington the other day. He was not like 
Mr. Brown in one respect. He wastight. [Laugh- 
ter.] He‘*wabbled’’ upto me and said, ‘‘ Mister, 
will you teil me which is the opposite side of this 
street?’ I pointed across the street and the 
fellow said, ‘Phe devil you say. I 
was cvyer there awhile ago and they toid 
me this was the opposite side.’”’ [Great laughter.] 
That is the way with Mr. Brown in this case. 
{ Laughter. ] 

Captain Howell then recited the benefits which 
had accrued to Atlanta from the East Tennessee, 
Virginia snd Georgia railroad. Hesaid: ‘Do you 
suppose the Western and Atlantic is going to fur- 
nish engines and cari freetorun this road? That 
would simply be piling up another debt with 
which to torment the roxzd.”’ [Applause ] 

Mr. Pat Calhoun—Cannot Fink yield possession 
to the temporary receiver and thus secure a hear- 
ing of this case on its merits in forty-eight hours? 

Captain Howell—Why is that necessary? 

Mr, Calhoun—Because Judge Hammond 
bas decided that these parties must put themselves 
in the proper attitude in his court before he will 
hear the case on its merits. It can never be heard 
there until they do so. 

Captain Howell—Gentlemen, he has decided the 
case. [Great laughter. ] 
what Judge Hammond will do, All these declar- 
ations come from lawyers interested on one side 
oi this case. Iprefer to hear from Judge Ham- 
mond himeelf. [Laughter.] What they mean by 
preserving the dignity of thestate court is bringing 
this property into that court su that it can be ad- 
ministered there, [Cheers.] 

Mr. Van Epps—You have not been at 
the bar in such a long time that I haye forgotten 

yourrecord. Did you consistently refuse all fees 
when you werea lawyer? [Laughter.] 

Captain Howell—No. AndI never saw a lawyer 
who did. [Laughter.] 

Colonel W. H. Hulsey suggested that a commis- 
sion be appointed to see Judge Hammond and 
Judge Pardee and exdeavor to reconcile them on 
this question. 

Mr. A. J. McBride—Can we reasonably ask Judge 
Hammond to hear this case on its merits now 
after he has declared that he cannot doso uutil 
his receiver is put in possession? 

Colonel G, W. Adair—He receded from one de- 
cision the other day, because he said he had been 
too hasty. May be he would doitagain, [Laugh 
ter.] . 

Mr. Brown’s substitute was put to. the house on 
Captain English’s motion to table it. On the vote 
there was 

AN OVERWHELMING “‘AYE,”’ 
and when the otherside was asked Mr. Brown 
and one other gentleman cried ‘‘no!’’ This re- 
sult elicited laughter and applause. 

Mr. Hoke Smith was granted fifteen minutes. 
He said he believed he was in the minority. 
[Laugkter.] He sympathized with the anti-mo- 
nopoly feeling which had been displayed _by 
the crowd. The true anti-monopoly feeling was 
represented by his side of the case. The 
amounts involved had been held up to ridicule 
because they were small. Many of them were for 
injuries to poor men, for the loss of limbs and for 
personal injuries inflicted by this great monopoly. 
He objected to that part of the resolutions which 
cherecterized these snits-as fnsignificeent. The 
place to consider tegal questions is in the court- 
houre. jApplause.j If public meetings are 69 
dictate court-house proceedings the time is com- 
ing when your property is in danger.

Grand Jury Presentment. 

ATLANTA, April 24, 1385.—To the Foreman and 
Members ofthe Grand Jury of Fulton Canty: 
Gentlemen—The committee appointed by your 
honorable body to Inspect the state and county 
convict camps beg leave to submit the following 
report: We first visited what is known as the 
Lockett camp, where every facility for making a 
thorough examination was extended to us by Cap- 
tain Murphy. Asitwas their dinner hour, we 


had a chance of ins the quality and 
quantity of the food issued to the convicts, which 
consisted of corn bread, meat and vegetables, all 
of which was well cooked, abundant and good, 
The commissary department was well stocted 
with meat, four, meal, syrup and all kinds of 
vegetables. We visited al! parts of the camp and 
conversed freely with the convicts, amd tate great 
set in reporting that we found litve ciuse 
or cg, me In fact, under the managment of 
Messrs. English and Murpby, the prisoners ex. 
pressed a geveral feeling of satisfaction. There is 
a great improvement and better treatment seems 
to be accorded to the prisoners under the new 
mansgement. 

The next camp visited was the Lowe, Steele & 
Co.’s. We found an almost universal outery 
against the management of thiscamp. Forseveral 
days there was no vegetables furnished aud none 
in the commissary department. Hard work and 
an inadequate supply of food was the general 
complaint. Several appeals were made to the 
committee to be tranferred anywhere from there, 
We found the bedding in a bad condition. 
We present to your honorabie bod 
the aan ee of bread made of flour (which 
we considerunfit for use) for your examination, 
and your committee would urge that immediate 
steps be taken to remedy the evils existing there 
We visited the camp at Peters park, which isa 
part of the Lockett camp. This we find in a first. 
class condition. Itisamodeleamp. Visited the 
county camp on the north side of the city. We 
found everything ina good condition, with the 
exception of the bedding, which we think was 
unworthy of Fulton county. We think the ven- 
tilation is insufficient and recommend two or 
three more windows. The camp on the south 
side is a new one and in fine condition. Wetake 
great pleasure in reporting that, under the excel- 
ent management of Captain Donaldson and his 
aid, Mr. Garmany, the interestof the county aud 
the comfort of the prisoners are well provided for.

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MEMORIAL DAY. 


HOW IT WAS OBSERVED IN AT- 
LANTA YESTERDAY, 


Zhe Btores and Banks Close—Business Generally 
Buspended-The Processieon-The Addresses 
anc the Flowers—Zhe Ceremonies at 
the Graves—The Military. 


Yesterday afternoon DeGive’s opera house 
was fairly packed with people to witness the 
Memorial exercises. The crowd assembled 
some few minutes before the military compa- 
nies arrived, and they were entertained with 
music by Wurm’s brass band. The platform 
of the opera house was occupied by the ladies 
ofthe Memorial association, governor and 
statehouse officials and several] distinguished 
gentlemen, 

After a piece of music by the band, Professor 
W. W. Lumpkin, master of ceremonies at the 
opera house, opened the exercises, arid Rev. 
Dr. J. B. Hawthorne offered up a feeling and 
appropriate prayer. Professor Lumpkin then 
arose and ina neat little speech introduced 


the orator of the day, Colonel George T. Fry. 

Colonel Fry made a speech of about one 
hour’s length. It wasaeulogy on the army 
of Tennessee and contained much unwritten 
history in regard to the achievements of that 
army. 

WHAT HE SAID. 

Among other things Colonel Fry said: 

It has been a matter of regret and mortifi- 
cation to some of the resident survivors of this 
gallant army that in all the services hereto- 
fore held in this city in “memory of our con- 
federate dead,” that no friendiy allusion (save 
one time) has ever been made to the arm 
with which they were connected; wit 
whe they suffiered, fought, bled, and 
from whose ranks they were 
killed cr died. I distinctly disayow any pur- 
pose to draw invidious distinctions between 
compatriots, or toinany sense detract from 
the glory and just renown of the soldiers of 
any of the other armies of the confederate 
states, but itis my purpose to show what the 
army of Tennessee was, and what it accom- 
plished, and then to challenge the 

HISTORY OF THE WORLD 
for a braver, truer or more gallant body of 
men. 

It was of the native born citizens—fathers, 
husbands, sons and brothers—of @ brave, free, 
enlightened, intelligent people. They were 
men who were bound by the strongest ties of 
kindred, loveaand affection. He then spoke 
at length of the battles fought and victories 
achieved by this grand old army. 

‘By their fruits ye shall know them.” Take 
that standard with which to measure the 
army of Tennessee, and every man that com- 

owed if will reaeh the dignity of a hero. 
‘rom a low position among the family of na- 
tions in 1861, through the instrumentality of 

THIS DREADFUL WAR 

we have bounded up to’the dignity and rank 
of a great government. All nations now be- 
lieve thet there is power of self preservation 
ina constitutional republic. We know that 
our government is greater, grander, freer and 
better than any other onearth. This knowl- 
edge is worth the price it 
cost us. In  conelusion, Colonel Fry 
said he would remind all that they owed a 
great duty to the memory of our dead heroes. 
Now let us go to Oakland, and at the base of 
that granite shaft, erected by loving hearts 
and tender hands, to the memory of our con- 
federate dead, Jet us. renew our vows of 
fidelity to the memory of the brave, 
the flag of 


and to 


OUR COMMON COUNTRY, 
the constitution and the union. Colonel Fry 
was frequently applauded during the delivery 
of his well prepared speech, and took his seat 
amidst loud cheering. 

Judge Lumpkin then presented Captain 
John Milledge. 

Captain Milledge arose and said he was not 
on the programme for a speech. He would, 
however, make an announcement in behalf of 
the Ladies Memorial association. It was the 
intention of the association to hold a meeting 
next Monday to consider whether they would 
continue their work or disband. He then 
made an earnest appeal to the people of At- 
lanta to come to the aid and ‘support of 

THIS NOBLE ASSOCIATION, 
Alter which he made a few thrilling allusions 
to the battiecs of the late war. Ilis remarks 
were eloquent, and were delivered in 
a most:—“earnest manner. They rang 
through the. large audience, fairly 
kindling it_with enthusiasm and patriotism. 
Hie took his seat amidst a shower of applause. 

Judge Lumpkin then adjourned the audi- 

exce to the cemetery. 
THE PROCESSION, 
which was a long one, was formed in front of 
the opera house, with the right wing resting 
on Broad street. it moved down Broad street 
to Aiabama, down Alabama to Whitehall, up 
Whitehall to Hunter, and out Hunter to the 
cemetery, in the following order:

Immense throngs of people were rathered 
on the sidewalks and on the thoroughfares to 
witness its march. 

On reaching the cemetery it moved down 
the main avenue until halted. ' The soldiers 
and citizens then gathered around the granite 
monument erected to the confederate dead, 
where a beautiful and touching prayer was 
ofiered by Dr. Hawthorne, and the benedic- 
tion was pronounced. 

The decoration of the graves of the sleeping 
heroes was then begun. The supply of flow- 
ers was rather meeger, yet the deft hands of 
the noble women and brave men were en- 
gaged for 

MORE THAN AN HOUR, 

strewing flowers and garlands of cedar on the 
graves of those who had fallen in the de- 
tense of a glorious cause. In conse- 
quence of the scarcity of flowers, of course the 
decorations were not as elaborate as they 
would otherwise have been. Nevertheless, 
the graves were neatly and tastily decorated, 
and certainly reflected great credit upon the 
noble band of women composing the memorial 
asscciation. ; 

The crowd in attendance at the cemetery 
was very large, but cverything passed off 
pleasantly, and about dark the immense con- 
course of people began to disperse, feeling the 
better fer the tribute way § had paid to the 
sleeping confederate dead.
